The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest art is that of Kadomura et al. (US 6,391 ,437) however it is not 
available as prior art. The prior art such as White et al. (US 5,395,701 ) which teaches 
an aluminum nitride base ceramic infiltrated with aluminum having an aluminum nitride 
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covering. However White does not teach or suggest the use of an underlayer between 
the covering and base. The prior art such as Jackson et al. (US 5,418,015) teaches 
that it is known to employ underlayers to provide compatibility with a substrate and a 
covering layer as well as provide oxidation resistance. However, the prior art does not 
teach or suggest that the underlayer be a layer comprising nickel containing 5% weight 
aluminum.
